BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — The 
reduction of IDF forces on the Suez 
Canal front was completed yesterday 
Tnorning, aad it is only to be hoped 
that this gesture would contribute 
toward a relaxation of tension in the 
Middie East, Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres said here before leav- 
ing for the Paris air show: 

He told newsmen that Israeli 
forces on the Egyptian front had 
been reduced to half their previous 
strength, but there had been no sign 
of a similar thinning οὐδ on the 
Egyptian side. 

Israel's unilateral gesture, Mr. 
Peres said, was certainly a military 
step but had political significance 
too, constituting a general clearing 
of the air in the area. It was the 
™most that Israel could be expected 
to do at the present time, he added. 

Asked whether Israel would be 
willing to make similar gestures on 
other fronts, Defence Minister Peres 
said there was no reason or intention 
to do so. Both the Jordanian and the 
Lebanese fronts were quiet and in 
regard to the Syrian front, “no 
changes are apparent that might 
justify any gesture on Israel's part.”

Egypt agrees 
to seek for 
more bodies

Egypt has recently agreed in prin- 
ciple to seek and return the remain- 
ing 17 bodies of Israeli soldiers mis- 
sidng on the Suez Front, Francois 
Payot, head of the delegation of 
the International Committee of the 
Red Cross, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. He said the Egyptian 
undertaking was made “two or three 
weeks ago" but he did not know 
if the Egyptians were actively 
searching for the bodies. 

Payot sald that Egypt had been 
informed of the fact that Israel 
had discovered 10 Egyptian bodies 
in Stnai and was ready to transfer 
them, as reported by Defence Min- 
ister Peres on Tuesday. Mr. Peres 
aise said that another 40-50 Egyptian 
bodies are believed to be in Sinai 
and would be handed to Egypt 
whenever they were found. 

The 10 bodies Peres referred to 
were found near Tassa, on the Bir- 
Gafgafa-Ismailia read. They were ap- 
parently the remains of helicopter 
commandos shot down and then co- 
vered by shifting dunes, until uo- 
covered by a recent sand storm, 

The Egyptians, unlike Israel, have 
not pressed for the discovery of 
their missing war dead in Israeli 
territory. One explanation is that 
they claim that they are already 
buried in their “homeland” and the 
question of “repatriation” does not 
arise. ᾿ 

As to the 17 Israeli bovties in, 
Egypt, Mr. Fayot said he /‘hopes 
and-expects" that the Egyptians are 
looking for them.

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Sadat: Israel won’t 
attack Canal zone 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Egyptian 
President Sadat said last night that 
he did not think it likely that 
Israel would attack the Suez Canal 
area, 

In 8 recorded interview with Le- 
banese TV shown here last night, 
on the eve of the reopening of the 
Suez Canal to traffic today, he rei- 
terated that “an Israeli attack on 
any town in the Canal area would 
be considered as an attack against 
Egypt in depth.” 

He noted, “I shall reply in depth 
to Israel and Israel knows that I 
have weapons to reach its depth." 
And when asked whether he could 
conceive of Israel hitting the Canal 
area, he replied, “I do not consider 
this likely.” 

The Egyptian leader was asked 
whether Israeli ships would be al. 
lowed to sail through the Canal if 
Israel made certain concessions. 

“This could be decided only at 
the Geneva peace conference and 
im the final instance in the pre- 
sense of all parties,” he replied. “If 
Israel fulfills all its commitments 
under UN Security Council resolu- 
tion 242, we shall folfil ail our 
commitments under the resolution.” 

Sadat also said: “The 1888 Treaty 
of Constantinople stipulates that if 
there is a state of war between any 
state and Egypt, its ships will not 
pass through the Canal” :

Fighting erupts

ADDIS ABABA (AP). — Diplo- 
matic sources said yesterday that 
large-scale fighting had erupted in 
eastern Ethiopia between govern- 
ment forces and supporters of a 
semi-independent Moslem sultan who 
controls a fifth of the country.

‘Pipeline contractor used faulty 
equipment, inexperienced workers’

Although the management of the 
Eilat-Ashkelon Pipeline publicly 
defends the need to use a private 
contractor, the company’s own re- 
cords show that contractor Yona 
Lerer has used “below standard” 
equipment on the job. A company 
inquiry into the sinking of a boat 
maintained by Lerer found that the 
boat “and other equipment” was 

faulty. 
In the strike which has closed 


down the company’s facility at 
Ashbkelon, the workers have de- 
manded that Lerer — rather than 
redundant company employees 
be dismissed. 

Despite the findings of the com- 
pany's inquiry committee on the up- 
keep of the boat — the ‘‘Ashkelon 8," 
which sank three miles out of 
Ashkelon last January — copies of 
company documents in this report- 
er’s possession show Lerer was 
given a 190,000 contract to raise 
the sunken ship.

The shore workers who never fully 
identified with the strikers, had ob- 
jected strongly to police intervention. 
Gideon Peer of the Ashkelon shore 
works committee told The Jerusalem 
Poet that he, like the strikers, want- 
ed contractor Yona Lerer dismissed. 
But the strikers’ intransigence foiled 
attempts to compromise. 

Yigal Shehori and Binyamin Gil- 
boa of the strikers’ committee yester- 
day appealed to Adam Chisik of the 
Marine Officers Union to arbitrate 
the dispute. They told Chisik they 
would accept his union's decision. 
But Uriel Abrahamowicz, chairman 
of the Histadrut Trade Union De- 
partment, last night told Chisik not 
to intervene: “They should accept 
the Central Committee's decision,” 
he said. 

Police Minister Shlomo Hillel said 
yesterday the police would prosecute 
maritime workers who had commit. 
ted “serious crimes.” 

Speaking in Rehovot the Minis-

Rabinowitz: This year’s 
C-o-L may rise only 20%

TEL AVIV. Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz said yesterday 
the cost of living should rise by only 
20 per cent this year, as compured 
to 56 per cent last year. 

In an address to the Manufacturers 
Association, Rabinowitz noted that 
there had been a reduction in private 
consumption, and exports had in- 
creased by 5 per cent in real terms 
from January to April. The Govern- 
ment intended to boost this figure 
to 15 per cent, he said. 

In a reference to the strike by 
Ashkelon pipeline workers, Rabino- 
witz said the State would not tole- 
rate pressure tactics by workers in 
vital sectors who “hold the country 
by the throat.” Such behaviour, he 
said, endangers the nation. 


Rabinowitz said the Government 
would present the Ben-Shahar tax 
reform proposals to the Knesset on 
Tuesday. They will be presented as 
one package, although some changes 
may have to be made. - 

He said the means of obtaining 
financing for industrial projects is 
also in need of reform, in order to 
maintain economic growth. . 

The Manufacturers Association 
yesterday unanimously elected Avra- 
ham (“Buma”) Shavit as its head, 
replacing Mark Mosevics. 


In his inaugural speech Shavit 
said the present period was of de- 
cisive importance, with the economy 
facing the introduction of the Ben- 
Shahar proposals, the Value Added 
Tax and the new trade agreement 
with the Common Market. 


Golan not permitted to see 
manuscript of banned book

TEL AVIV. Matti Golan, the 
author of the banned book “Confron- 
tation and Separation,” will not be 
permitted to look through the manu- 
script which the censor confiscated 
“because it contains quotations and 
secret material which Mr. Golan 
has no right to possess." 

This was stated by the Chief 
Censor, Tat-Aluf Walter Bar-On, in 
a letter yesterday to Arye Marinsky, 
the author's attorney. 

Should Golan want to write a 
new book, he should present it to 
the censor in the usual way and he 
will be given an answer "in a reagon- 
able time.” Tat-Aluf Bar-On wrote 
he could not accept the contention 
that some of the material in the 
book was already public domain be- 
cause !t had been published in the 


ress. 

P Golan, an “Ha'aretz” newsman, has 
indicated he would appeal to the 
High Court of Justice if he were 
not permitted to rewrite the book 
and publish it. 

Golan’s manuscript reached the 
Censor’s office on March 25 of this 
year. On May 7, the Chief Censor 
informed the author and his local 
publishers that the manuscript con- 
tained information whose publication 
would damage Israel's security. 

Ἢ told them that the two copies 
of the manuscript which were in 
the Censor’s office would not be re- 
turned, and requested that Mr, Golan 
hand in any other manuscript of the 
book, or notes used for the writing 
of the book, whether they were in- 
cluded in the manuscript or not, be- 
cause possession of such material 
was illegal,” the Chief Censor wrote. 
Golan handed in the requested ma- 
terial on May 9, while the copy 
which was in possession of Gershon 
Schocken, editor-in-chief of ‘Ha'a- 
retz," was produced on May 18. 

“My legal advisers tell me that 
the manuscript is full of secret in- 
formation which is State property 
and that your client has no legal 
right to see it." the Chief Censor 
wrote. 

“Tf there is copyright in the 
matter, copyright belongs to the 


State,” not the one who quotes the 
documents without the owner’s per- 
mission, Tat-Aluf Bar-On's advisers 
noted. 

Golan's attorney allegedly urged 
the Censor to release the book be- 
cause the author had been offered 
$100,000 in royalties. “But I explain- 
ed that the interest of the State of 
Israel required me tédeny publica-~ 
tion of fe book or to allow your 
client to look through the documents 
again,” the Censor concluded.

on divorce clause 


“The ruling of the High Court of 
Justice ordering a rabbinical court 
to isgue @ signed certificate -ποὶ in 
keeping ‘with Malachs-1g té:be view" 
ed with extreme gravity," the Min- 
ister “of Religious Affairs, Yitzhak 
Raphael, said yesterday. 

The minister was reacting to the 
High Court's decision of Tuesday that 
a rabbinical court is not permitted to 
add to a divorce certificate a clause 
stating that the divorced woman is 
forbidden both to her ex-husband and 
to her lover. 

Dr. Raphael added that the in- 
dependence of the rabbinical courts 
is guaranteed by Israel law and that 
the religious courts cannot honour 
decisions of other judicial instances 
which contradict Jewish law. 

The High Court ruled that the 
Beersheba District Rabbinical Court 
had to strike from an applicant's 
divorce certificate the clause added 
by the religious court, in keeping 
with Halacha, that the woman could 
not marry the man hy whom she 
had become pregnant while still mar- 
ried to her ex-husband. 

Chief Rabbi Ovadya Yosef com- 
mented yeaterday that Israel's re- 
ligious court justices would not ac- 
cept any instruction which compelled 
them to rule other than according to 
Halacha.

30 per cent of all deaths 
attributed to heart disease

PETAH TIKVA. — The largest, 
most comprehensive and most mo- 
dern equipped centre for coronory 
heart disease in Israel — which will 
be open 24 hours a day, seven days’ 
a week, including Yom Kippur — 
will be dedicated tomorrow at the 
Bellinson Medical Centre here. 

Formaily called the “Israel and 
Ione Massada Centre for Coronary 
Heart Disease,” the 5i-bed institute 
js a direct successor of the 10-bed 
intensive coronary heart unit open- 
ed in 1970 at Beilinson, which was 
then the first of its kind in the 
country. 

“The 10-bed unit functioned very 
well — it was just too small to 
lhandie all the cases which came to 
Beilinson,” says Dr. Ya'acov Agmon, 
director of the Massada Centre. 
Beflinson serves a patient population 
of about 250.000. 


(Israel and Ione Massada, who 
have followed the fortunes of Israel 
since this country was a British 
mandate, endowed the centre. He 
was born in Jerusalem before the 
turn of the century. She was born 
Tone Leigh, in London, and 50 years 
ago edited the long-defunct “Pales- 
tine Weekly.” The couple moved to 
London after she became ill and he 
entered the business world. He is 
still an Israeli citizen. She continued 
her journalistic career by writing 


sterol increases your chances eight 
times; heavy smoking, six times; 
being 10 per cent overweight, five 
times; diabetes, also five times; 
and lack of physical exercise, about 
four times. A person with a high 
cholesterol level, who is obese and 
a heavy smoker, haa about 20 
times as much risk of having a 
heart attack. The interesting thing 
is that most of these high-risk 
factors can be brought under con- 
trol.

The intensive coronary care unit 
consists of two units, with patients 
divided between them according to 
the severity of the heart attack. 
In the first unit of nine beds in 
separate rooms, and in the second 
unit of four rooms of three beds 
each, the patients’ hearts are moni- 
tored around the clock. The car- 
diologist or nurse can view all the 
‘heart beats" at a central post. 
Moreover, if the heart begins to 
beat too slow, too fast, or erratic- 
ally, the electronic monitoring 
device sounds an alarm.

large ward is for ambulatory pa- 
ents. The ECG transmitter is 
fixed on the patients’ chests, and 
as they walk up and down, the 
beats are picked up by antennas in 
the ceiling and transferred to a 
central supervisory station. 

Question: How effective is this 
intensive care set-up? 

Auswer: In the former one we 
m. to reduce hospital mor- 
tality by half, from 30 per cent 
of all patients received with heart 
attacks to 15 per cent. We expect 
even better results. 

The next step is the adjoining 
“Institute of Cardiac Rehabilita- 
tion.” After being discharged, the 
patient is told to come back in 
approximately two months. He un- 
dergoes testa aimed at determining 
his potential to rebuild his heart, 
his health and his psychological 
attitude to life. He is instructed 
how and when to exercise and 
advised on diet, amoking, rest and 
other factors affecting his well- 


The final step, after rehabilita- 
tion and the patient returns to 
work — often another job — is the 
follow-up. Patients are instructed 
to return at fixed periods so their 
health can be checked and progress 
eharted.

Contact with the Americans 


Nixon's message about ‘quiet diplomatic channels’ was 
followed on 4 July by one from Rogers in which he said that 
they had completed their study of the situation and had ideas 
that they would like to present to the interested parties. (Contact 
with the Americans was exceedingly confused throughout this 
period, mainly because they insisted upon using two quite 
separate means of communicating with Egypt. Rogers's messages 
to Riad came by the usual diplomatic channels; but other 


messages -- most of thosc from Nixon to President Sadat. for | 


example — came through contacts between the CIA and Egyptian 
Intelligence. What made this more confusing was that the 
Messages were not ulways rcconcilable: Donald Bergus on 
occasion told the President things which had not bech trans- 
mitted to Riad. Why the Americans insisted upon this dual 
approach baffied us at first: then we assumied it arose from. 
battles in Washington between the State Department and 
President Nixon’s powerful Nationa! Security Adviser. Henry 
Kissinger.) 

But, in his July message. Rogers asked if Donald Bergus and 
Michael Sterner could bring the new ideas to Cairo for dis- 
cussion. Sterner, a State Department official dealing with the 
Middle East - particularly Isracli affairs - had been attached 
to President Sadat when, us President of the Assembly, he had 
paid an official visit to Washington in 1966, and since then 
Sterner. had most recently visited Cajro that,April, to prepare 
for Rogerss “May. trip.-He and-Bergus duly camey-and F. was 
present at a meeting they had with President Sadat on 6 July, 
all of us sitting under the huge old ficus tree, planted at the 
time of Mohamed Ali, which grows outside the President’s 
house at the Barrage. The purpose of the visitors was to state 
their belief that the whole situation was beginning to move, that 
when it did it would move quickly. They also wanted to ask 
whether the signature of the Soviet-Egyptian Treaty, which had 
occurred since Rogers's visit, meant that Egypt's sintentions 
towards a peace settlement had changed. President Sadat’s 
answer wasa clear No. "Give me a piece of paper with reasonable 
terms on it," he said, ‘and I’m ready to sign it here and now, 
under this tree.’ The optimism of his American visitors infected 
the President. who thought things might be beginning to move 
towards a negotiated settlement. But in fact nothing happened. 
Sisco was sent to Isracl for talks with Dayan, on whom the 
Amcricans were pinning great hopes at that time, but was unable 
to get anything out of him. First Sterner and then Bergus went 
back to Washington, and nothing more was heard from the 
American side for several months. This was a great disappoint- 
ment to the President and from this time his feeling grew that 
nothing was to be achieved through the State Department: if 
there were going to be any results they would only come via the 
“other channel". Henry Kissinger. ri 

On 19 July there was a coup d'état in the Sudan which was to 
create further misunderstandings between the Soviet Union and 
Egypt. Three left-wing members of the original 1969 Revolu- 
Uonary Council, Major Hashem el Ata, Colonel Babikr al Nur, 
and Major Farouk Osman Hamadullah, cailed for the over- 
throw of the Government of President Nimeiry. Both the 
Egyptian and Libyan Governments were active in rallying 
support for Nimeiry. and when Babikr al Nur and Osman 
Hamadullah, who had been in London when the coup started, 
tried to fly back to Khartum their BOAC plane was forced to 
land in Libya. They were then handed over to President Nimeiry, 
who had been imprisoned in the presidential palace but managed, 
on 22 July, to stage a successful counter-coup. With several 
others they were executed a day or two later. 


Call from the Soviets 


One of those arrested for his part in the original coup was the 
head of the Labour Association, Shafie Ahmad al Sheikh - a 
person of whom 1 myself had an extremely high opinion and 
who. | thought, had no part in the conspiracy which led up to 
the coup. On 23 July { was with President Sadat on the barge 
Estar which is always moored off the présidential rest-house at 
the Barrage, when a telephone call came to say that Boris 
Ponomarev. a member of the Politburo and the Secretary 
General of the Sovict Central Committee, who was in Cairo to 
attend the 23 July celebrations, wanted to see the President 
urgently on ἃ most important matter.

He said he reminded them 
that be had often told the Soviet leaders that there was no 
country in the Arab world that was likely to accept a Marxist 
regime, and he warned them that they must expect Nimeiry to 
be out for vengeance because some of his close associates had 
been killed and he himself humiliated. 

President Sadat immediately tried to get Nimeiry on the 
telephone. The line was very bad but eventually he made 
contact and repeated Ponomarev's plea for clemency for 
Shafie. Nimeiry’s answer was: ‘It’s too latc; he’s just been 


hanged.’ President Sadat then asked what was the fate of 


Mahjoub, whom he thought a much more dangerous person, 
and was told that he had been hanged too. So all he could do 
was to report back to Ponomarev, who was naturally most 
upset -- as too was Moscow. Later I learned that the whole 
telephone conversation between Sadat and Nimeiry had been 
monitored by the Soviets - who thought that Sadat had not 
put enough pressure on Nimeiry. And some reports afterwards 
said that, in fact, Mahjoub was not hanged until two days 
later. 

The next day, 27 July, Vinogradov asked me if 1 would dine 
witb.him at the Soviet Embassy. In answer to my enquiry: he

had a chance to talk about all this with President Sadat before 
going to the dinner, and asked him how he thought [ should 


tackle the subject. He said he thought the direct approach was 


the best — ‘Tell them about Podgorny.” 


No revolution im Jordan 


At dinner Ponomarev, despite his interest in the region, 
showed an imperfect knowledge of the Arab world. He could 
not make out why there had been no revolution in Jordan 


against King Hussein, and when I tried to explain to him about _ 


the Hashemites and their history, and about the special nature 
of the Jordanian army and the obstacles in the way of change in 
that country, he countered: ‘Then how do you account for the 
assassination of King Abdullah and for the pressure that was 
brought on Τα αὶ to abdicate ?’ I pointed out that assassination 
was not the same as revolution and that Talal had been removed 
by the Hashemite family itself. After which Ponomarev started 
to talk about China, which scemed to interest him more than 
anything in the Arab world. 

Eventually he got round to the recent events in the Sudan, 
and this gave me my cue, ! told him that { knew that he had 
asked President Sadat to intervene in the Sudan. ‘How do you 
know that?’ he asked. “When I talked to the President there was 
no one else there except the interpreter.” | said the President 
himself had told me. He looked astonished. 

I told Ponomarev that | needed no certificate from anyone 
for my nationalism or for my socialist convictions, nor was | 
going to claim, as some others had done, that Nasser had 
bequeathed to me special responsibility for fostering Egyptian- 
Soviet relations. But I could not understand why some ‘Soviet 
leaders were so ready to attack me. Vinogradov interposed to 
Say that no Soviet Icader had ever attacked me - on the contrary 
they all knew how highly Nasser had valued my contribution to 
the Egyptian revolution.

atomic ban accord 


LONDON (AP). — Without warning the “revolutionary govern- 
ment" of Libyan President Muammar Gaddafi ratified the world 
treaty to stop the spread of nuclear weapons on Monday, May 26.

signed that pact. The flash move and strange timing baffled 
authorities in Washington and London — but not in Moscow.

The four- 
Party coalition government headed 
by Social Democrat Premier Kalevi 
Sorsa resigned yesterday but agreed 
to President Urho K. Kekkonen's 
request it continue in a caretaker 
capacity. 

At a special presidential council 
meeting, Kekkonen told Sorsa he 
would call parliamentary elections 
on September 21-22, as urged by 
the political parties. Elections are 
not due until March, 1976. 

Kekkonen did not dissolve parlia- 
ment yesterday, and a government 
Spokesman said he would be un- 


llkely to do so before June 13 when 
he hoped some economic legislation 
would be passed. 

Kekkonen and Sorsa agreed the 
government would continue until a 
new government, most likely formed 
of civil servants, can be established. 
‘The government is responsible for 
only domestic policies. Foreign 
policy, under the Finnish constitu- 
Hon, is the sole responsibility of the 
President. Kekkonen’s term runs 
until 1978 and the political parties 
have already said they would 
nominate him for another six-year 
term.

ΝΕΙ͂Ν YORK (Reuter). — Brazil's 
Pele, rated by many as the 
greatest soccer player of all time, 
has decided to end a brief retire- 
ment and sign with New York 
Cosmos, the North American 
Soccer League team has announc- 
ed. 

Cosmos General Manager Clive 
Toye sald Tuesday night that 
prolonged negotiations with the 
34-year-old player, designated a 
“national treasure” by Brazil, 
had been successfully completed. 

Toye declined to give the value 
of the contract, which would tie 
Pele to Cosmos for the rest of 
this season, 1976 and 1977. But 
sources said he would receive 
$4.75m. tax free. 

Pele's decision to play in the 
U.S. was apparently delayed by 
his concern about possible reac- 
tion from the Brazilian people. 

After leading Brazil to three 
World Cup championships, Pele 
would not play for the National 
team in the 1974 World Cup. He 
continued to perform for Santos, 
the club he joined as a 16-year- 
old in 1956, and- played his finel 
game last October.

‘Big firms fix prices, dominate. 


publishing, drugs and oil’ 


GENEVA (UPI). — The UN Trade 
and Development Agency {Unctad) 
charges in a report that a small 
wsumber of big firms dominate 
markets and fix their own prices 
in publishing, pharmaceuticals and 
petroleum. 

The report, prepared by the Unctad 
Secretariat, is being submitted to 
the agency's committee on manu- 
factures at its session In Geneva 
June 23 to July 4. 

It charges British and American 
publishing houses with running a 
cartel and “dividing up the world 
market.” 

Tt says the U.S. further permits 
copyright protection to authors only 
if their works are printed and bound 
in the U.S., which prevents books 
by Americans being printed in other 
countries. 

“In particular, this affects develop- 
ing countries such ag Argentina, In- 
dia, Mexico and Hongkong which 
have printing industries.” the re- 
port says. 


In the pharmaceutical field, it 
says, “12 trangnational corporations 
hold a dominant market position 
internationally,"” 

These companies, Unctad says, 
control markets and prices through 
mergers and takeovers and using 
patent and trade mark rights “to 
isolate markets and eliminate com- 
petition. 

“An important element in the 
high prices for drugs is the level 
of the prices charged by the corpo- 
ration to its subsidiaries or third 
parties for the supply of essential 
ingredients or of the drug itself,” 
the report says. : 

“The practice of overcharging on 
such supplies would seem to be aim- 
ed at concealing and avoiding the 
large profits which subsidiaries would 
otherwise make and thereby lessen- 
ing the likelihood of government 
action to reduce prices, and taking 
advantage of taxation differentials 
88 between countries and thereby 
maximizing the profits of the corpo- 
ration as a whole.” 


The report notes the British Mo- 
nopolies Commission found that 
Hoffmann-La Roche charged its 
Britigh subsidiary 40 times the price 
for ingredients that would have been 
charged by independent firms. 

Unctad, turning to the petroleum 
industry, says governments are in- 
creasingly taking action to check 
cartel price-fixing by a small num- 
ber of major companies. 

The Common Market commission! 
and the Swedish Government have| 
iniliated major investigations, it 
says, while the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission “is reported to be taking 
anti-trust action against eight major 
oil companies. 

“Following pressure from the Car- 
tel Office of the Federal Republic 
of Germany, the subsidiaries of Shell, 
Exxon, British Petroleum and Texaco 
have agreed to reduce their petroleum 
prices,” the report says. 

Overcharging because of market 
domination has also been claimed 
an France and Japan, it says.

African kidnappers 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP). 
— U.S. officials are working with 
representatives of several African 
countries in an effort to contact 
Marxist guerrillas holding two Amer- 
ican students and a Dutch woman 
as hostages, sources said yesterday. 

Embassy officials of the African 
countries reportedly were trying to 
get clearance for U.S. cfficiais and 
Stanford University representatives 
to use a third party intermediary 
to contact the kidnappers, the sour- 
ces said. 

The students, Carrie Jane Hunter, 
21, Kenneth Stephen Smith, 22, and 
Emilie Van Cinnick Bergman, 25, 
were abducted 17 days ago along 


with Barbara Smuts, 24, from an 
animal research centre in Tanzania. 

Miss Smuts, an American, was 
released by the guerrillas of the 
Popular Revolution Party of Zaire. 
She brought along ransom demands 
addressed t> the Tanzanian govern- 
ment. 

The guerrillas demanded half a 
million dollars, arms and ammuni- 
tion and the release of militant 
leaders in exchange for the students. 
The Tanzanian government rejected 
the demands. 

Since then, U.S. and Dutch off- 
cials have gone ahead with their 
own eYorts to contact the guerril- 
las. 


Murder of opposition leader . 
linked to Kenyan officials 


NAIROBI (AP). — A parliamentary 
committee issued a report on Tues- 
day linking the murder of Kenya's 
major opposition leader, JM. Ka- 
riuki, to top security officers. It 
alsa accused police of protecting 
the killers. 

The report was expected to in- 
flame further the serious domestic 
crisis in Kenya. 

President Jomo Kenyata, who led 
the bitter fight against British rule 
and is now past 80, was not named 
in the 38page report, but many 
Kenyans believe Kariuki as slain 
because of his growing political 
strength. 

Kariuki, 45, was murdered on 
March 2. He was an outspoken ad- 
vocate of change, demanding ex- 
panded land reform and the elimi- 
ation. of. tribal. favouritism..:". -.- + 


The committee that made the re- 
port called for the suspension from 
duty of Ben Gethi, commander of 
the paramilitary general service unit 
who was seen in public with Ka- 
riuki shortly before he disappeared. 
‘The report accused Gethi of having 
“an active part in the murder him- 
self, or as an accomplice.” 

It alsa said πὸ satisfactory police 
investigation was probable until Na- 
tional Police Commissioner Bernard 
Hinga, Criminal Investigations Di- 
rector Ignatius Nderi, and other top 
law enforcement officers were re- 
moved. 

“Police Know wh? the culprits 
are,” the report said, but they have 
conducted a “determined cover-up 
campaign.”

HAIFA. — The lengthy channel of 
trade between farmer and consumer 
has, for a long time, accounted for 
the high cost of fruit and vegetables 
in Israel, and the problem remains 
unsolved, Tnuva’s wholesale market- 
ing director here, Ahiezer Tse’iri, 
admitted last week. “Once the pro- 
duce leaves the wholesale market. 
we have no contro! over prices and 
profits, There are no regulations to 
enforce retail prices, and we don't 
know any way of solving the prob- 
lem... But one thing I can teli the 
public: we wholesalers will sel. any 
person any produce in our market 
in the minimum quantity in which 
it Is supplied to us and traded: a 
whole box, a sack, or 8. carton.” 
{The Jerusalem Post recently re- 
ported on a private consumers co- 
operative on Mt. Carmel which 
shops there, and saves up to 50 

per cent). 

The Tnuva executive stated this 
during a press conference at which 
the Haifa wholesalers refuted the 
charges by Mayor Almogi, and by a 
private investigating company, that 
the prices of produce tn Haifa were 
by up to 15 per cent higher than 
in Tel Aviv, that the bulk of aii 
produce marketed here comes from 
‘Tel Aviv, that the best produce re- 
mained there and never reached ei- 
ther Jerusalem or Haifa, “a prac- 
tice which does not draw protests 
from anyone,” and that the whole- 
salers in Tel Aviv generally “repre- 
sented" those operating here. 

While they allowed the Mayors 
charges three weeks ago to go upD- 
challenged at the time, “perhaps 
wrongly,” the wholesalers last Thurs- 
day mustered all forces to refute 
the findings of the Itour private 
Investigating company: the head 
and secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the executives of Tnuva 
which supplies and markets 60 per 
cent of all produce, and of the 18 
private firms which account for the 
balance. They and Tnuva are toge- 
ther members, shareholders and 
operators of the wholesale market 
here. 

The investigation and the find- 
ings based on it were “fallacious, 


Policeman 


In the Supreme Court Sitting 
Court of Civil Appeals 


dents (C.4,.603/73) 


The Supremie Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on 
October 26, 1973 (in ΓΟ. 73/72). 

A policeman was ordered by his 
superior to accompany the owner of 
a horse and cart to the nearest 
police-station one dark, wintry night, 
after the cart owner had been sus- 
pected of being involved in a rob- 
bery. The cart had no lamps and 
the policeman illuminated the road 
ahead with a torch. He failed, how- 
ever, to provide any means of illu- 
mination for the rear of the cart with 
the result that a bus travelling in the 
same dfrection collided with it. The 
driver, the appellant in the present 
case, had failed to observe the cart 
in time because of the darkness of 
the night ang the heavy downpour 
of rain. The cart was destroyed, the 
policeman severely injured and the 
cart-driver slightly injured. 

The Haifa District Court found 
the bus-driver, the policeman and the 
cart-owner responsible for the ac- 
eident and the damage placing the 
blame mainiy on the bus-driver. 
Both the driver and the State, 
the policeman’s employer, appealed 
against the extent of the blame ap- 
portioned to them. the bus-driver 
claiming that the policeman had 
been more Hable than the District 
Court had held, while the State 
claimed that the policeman had not 
been liable at all. 

JUDGMENT 

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, not- 
ed that the State's main argument 
had been that the policeman was 
carrying out a public function im- 
posed on him by sections 3 and 32 (a) 
of the Criminal Procedure (Arrest 
and Searches) Ordinance and sec- 
tion 515) of the Police Ordinance 
and this took precedence over any 
duty he might have had to exercise 
caution. In other words, he continued, 
the State's representative had argued 
that there had been no negligence 
on the part of the policeman as he 
had had no duty to take care towards 
any private individual. 

This argument. held Justice Cohn, 
contained the elements of an ex- 
tremely dangerous process of thought 
that is, that when a public servant 
has a public duty to perform, then 
he has no duty to show care towards

unprofessional, amateurish... out of 
107,000 tons of produce marketed 
last year only about 5,000 came 
here via Tel Aviv, barely five per 
cent. Touva, as the biggest supplier, 
sets guiding prices in Tel Aviv for 
the whole country and the prices 
are passed on from there to all 
markets. Most of the produce sold 
here is delivered directly from the 
kibbutzim and moshavim. Even 15 
of the 18 wholesalers here obtain 
it directly from the growers and 
only three buy part of their goods 
also in Tel Aviv. Here we don't 
always obtain the prices we get in 
Tel Aviv. As a rule they are a bit 
lower here, simply because the bulk 
of the national demand is concen- 
trated in Tel Aviv. And prices are 
the result of fluctuating supply and 
demand. There is competition, but 
Tnuva, as the dominant source, is 
the strongest market force and sets 
guiding prices which the private 
wholesalers follow." 

The private wholesalers explained 
that they charge a commission of 
10-12 per cent gross for their ser- 
vices for atl produce except potatoes, 
where the rate is 4 per cent and 
citrus fruit for which the rate is 
5.5 per cent. They also indignantly 
denied charges of violence at their 
stage of the trade, calling as wit- 
ness a retired senior police officer, 
Menachem Bendel, who is now a 
supervisor at the market. 

Both Tnuva and the private trad- 
ers said they were prepared to sup- 
port the municipal initiative for 
Part-time neighbourhood markets 
{which have been closed down for 
the time being for lack of retailers 
ready to hire stalls there}, provid- 
ing they comply with the market- 
ing laws (enacted in 1959 and 1962) 
and pay dues in accordance with 
statutory regulations of the Ve- 
getables and Fruit Marketing Board. 
They said they were planning to 
join shopping centres on the out- 
skirts of the town where house- 
holders could buy minimum whole- 
Sale quantities at wholesale prices.

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The Suez Canal reopened 


ONLY after the fanfare of today’s official reopening of the 
Suez Canal has subsided will it be possible to assess the full 
Significance of the event. For much has changed since 1967 
when the Cana] was last in operation. 

World shipping patterns, forced to adjust to a closed Canal, 
will not automatically swing back to the patterns that existed 
before the Six Day War. Super oil tankers won't fit the 
waterway and the $450 million which Egypt hopes to earn 
annually from transit tolls may prove to be more elusive than 
expected. 


The strategie impact of the reopening will be more immediate. 
The Soviet Union will now be able to deploy its Indian Ocean 
Fleet from home bases in the Black Sea rather than distant 
‘Viadivestok. And while the U.S. (though not China) has long 
since reconciled itself to this effective increase in Soviet naval 
effectiveness, nevertheless it presents a challenge which the 
U.S. Navy, already deeply concerned about the rapid growth 
of the Soviet Navy, will heave to confront. In preparation 
for the reopening of the Canal, the Soviets have also developed 
naval support bases and built a new class of aircraft carrier 
thet is small enough to pass through the Canal. 

The Canal will also provide the Egyptian Navy with greater 
flexibility, by enabling ἐξ to transfer its units from the 
Mediterranean to the Gulf of Suez quickly and easily. 

On the other hand, the Canal will also provide Israel with 
time in the event of Egyptian attack, for 
shipping would have to be suspended. The Egyptian army has 
plans to cancel out this effect by constructing tunnels under 
the Canal, but this is a Jong term project whose military value 


The hopes are, of course, that the reopened Canal and the 
accompanying civilian reconstruction of the entire Canal area 
will be an effective incentive to avoid war. And there is every 
reason to believe that President Sadat would not want to 
subject his huge investments and huge hopes in the Canal 
area to the destruction of war. 

However, this logic must be pursued with caution. For the 
Canal cities are being rebuilt in a manner designed to withstand 
war and provide logistic support for Egyptian forces. And 
President Sadat has said on a number of occasions that this 
area will now be considered like the “heartland” of Egypt, in 
other words, that ettacks against these cities would auto- 
matically mean attacks against Israeli populated areas. 

Yet the resumption of normal shipping and normal life in 
the Canal area may also trigger a momentum in the direction 
of peace that is not yet measurable. Israel's decision to 
withdraw some of its forces further back from the Canal was 
a deliberate gesture in this direction. And if Egypt carries out 
its undertaking, as made in the disengagement agreement, to 
permit the shipment of Israel 
smal] but significant step forward will have been taken.

Rumours from Salzburg

“I WAS INTERESTED to see 
the reference to the need for 
press ethics in the symposium on 
censorship with whith you 
marked the first anniversary of 
the passing of Ted Lurie."
